Petitioners must file with the Land Use Authority a signed, written Petition that includes: (CD 

electronic filing if available) 

 

‘ A title report identifying names and addresses of all owners of land within the plat, adjacent 
to any street to be altered, amended or vacated, and within 500 feet of the proposed plat 
change: (17-27-808(4)(a); 17-27-808(4)(a); 17-27-809(s)) 

‘ A copy of the proposed amended plat that has been submitted to and approved by the County 
Public Works Director; 

‘ An explanation of the grounds for requesting the alteration, amendment or vacation; and  
‘ A certified check or money order in sufficient sum to advance the County the costs of 

mailing notice and publishing notice in the Spectrum (if required) (17-27-808(5)(b)).   
 

NOTE: Petitioners should consult private counsel regarding the effect of vacating a County road or subdivision. The 

County makes no representations regarding the status of title after a subdivision or road is vacated. Because of the 

potential title problems that might arise, LANDOWNERS ARE STRONGLY ENCOURAGED TO SEEK INDEPENDENT 

LEGAL ADVICE regarding the effect of vacating a County subdivision or road. If requested, the County will consider 

selling any interest in may have in land located in a vacated County road or subdivision pursuant to Washington County 

Ordinance 537(b)(k).
